Warfield to bid for county chairman

‘The Madison County Democratic 
Central Committee will have a new 
chairman as of Monday night’s con- 
vention. 

The current chairman, Alderman 

Christ Costoff of Madison, announc- 
ed in an exclusive interview with the 
Press-Record yesterday that he has 
“decided to back off” and give his 
support to Granite City Street 
Superintendent Mac Warfield. 
_ “VE HAD enough. I am so ag- 
&ravated,” Costoff told the Press- 
Record. “I am going to pick the guy 
to run in my place,” he added. 

Costoff is angry that on March 11, 
Madison Mayor Mike Sasyk and a 
group of Democratic precinct com- 
mitteemen held a meeting at 
Charlie’s Restaurant to discuss new 
directions for the party and they did 
not invite Costoff. The commit- 
teemen at that meeting also are 
believed to have discussed asking 
for Costoff’s resignation. 

After the meeting, Sasyk denied 
that he was seeking the party’s 
chairmanship, a position that he 
repeated yesterday. “I would be 
very receptive to (supporting) Mr. 
Warfield. Mac would do a real fine 
job. I haven't talked to the precinct 
committeemen yet,” Sasyk told the 
Press;Record. 
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Costoff plans to step 
down and back Warfield 





Costoff said of the March 11 
meeting, “I’m not hiding anything 
from them. Why should they hold a 
meeting and not invite me. I have 
had enough. I’ve been in politics 50 
years.”” 

HE SAID he will throw his support 
behind Warfield to replace him as 
county Democratic chairman. “I 
can’t think of a better man,”’ he said. 

Warfield said the offer to run for 
chairman has been made to him 
before and he decided to accept it 
this time. ‘Christ told me a few 
times that he would step down if I 
would run. Some people have been 
calling me and asking me to do it. I 
met with Christ at 6:30 last. night 
(Tuesday) and it was worked out so 
fast, I don’t want to talk about things 
until I talk to some people,” War- 
field noted. 

Warfield said he feels the indepen- 
dent wing of the Democratic party, 
known as DEMCO, can be brought 
back into the fold. DEMCO includes 
County Clerk Evelyn Bowles, Sheriff 
Emil Toffant and County Treasurer 
Mick Henkhaus, who have not paid

for, or asked for, the party’s support 
in recent élections. ‘‘I plan to meet 
with some of them (DEMCO 
members) today (Wednesday). I 
think we can bring them back into 
the party.

COSTOFF SAID he believes War- 
field can win, even if Sasyk changes 
his mind. “If my people vote with 
me, Mac should win easily,”’ he 
predicted. ‘‘I invite every man back- 
ing-me to vote for Mac. I coufdn’t 
pick a better man,” he added. 

“]’m not mad at anybody. I am 
just disgusted at those who do me 
like that. Most of all, I’m still a 
Democrat,” Costoff concluded. 

Sasyk said the only other name he 
has heard as a possible candidate for 
party chairman is George Donohoo 
of the Wood River area. He stressed 
that he is not a candidate. “I still 
have the same feelings (expressed 
in the March 12 Press-Record). lam 
not seeking that position,”’ he stated.

Schools seek new ways to 
measure students’ growth 


Recommendations that would lead 
to major reform in Illinois’ elemen- 
tary and secondary schools were 
presented to the State Board of 
Education during its regular mon- 
thly meeting at the Americana Con- 
gress Hotel in Chicago last week. 

Establishing requirements for 
what students should know and be 
able to achieve as a result of their 
education, the recommendations 
were developed by the Board’s 85- 
member Committee to Define State 
Requirements for What Students 
Should Know and Be Able To Do. 

The broadly defined re- 
quirements, which are called out- 
come statements, are designed to 
replace the current program-related 
mandates now in the statutes. 

“Today, for the first.time in 150 
years, we are taking a major step 
toward reforming what the state has 
mandated in education programs. 
No longer should we focus on time 
and titles,"’ State Superintendent of 
Education Donald Gill said. 

“The important thing, as these 
outcome statements show, is to lay 
out what we expect students to 
achieve—what is the least that they 
should know and be able to do as a 
consequence of their schooling,” Gill 
explained. 

The committee, which was com- 
prised of business executives, pro- 
fessional educators, Jocal school of- 
ficials and parents, proposed out- 
come statements in the areas of fine 
arts, language arts, mathematics, 
physical development and health, 
science and social studies. Also, the 
committee proposed general out- 
come statements for what students 
should learn as a result of their 
schooling. 

The use of outcome statements 
with handicapped students would be 
governed by a child’s individualized 
educational plan}. 

Dr. John Corbally, president and 
director of the John D. and 
Catherine T>MacArthur Foundation 
and former president of the Univer- 


sity of Illinois, presented the board 
with the committee’s report. 

Instead of the current mandated 
courses in the statutes, schools 
would provide courses based upon 
goals and objectives that are consis- 
tent with the outcome statements. 
Each school district would be re- 
quired to monitor and measure stu- 
dent achievement. 

The: local assesment process, 
which must be approved by the State 
Board of Education, would provide 
school officials with a mechanism) to 
identify which instructional pro- 
grams’ provide students with the 
skills they should have as a result of 
their education. | 

Schools would be required |to 
report the progress of their students 
to the public and describe what 
alterations would be made in pro- 
grams if student achievement pro- 
blems occurred. | 

“The intent of these statements is 
not to limit what schools do, but 
rather to define the compelling in- 
terests of the state in the outcomes 
of education. The statements recom: 
mended by the committee focus on 
results that are unique to each of the 
areas of learning,” according to the 
report. 

Gill convened the 85-member com- 
mittee this past January and gave it 
the task of developing outcome 
statements that would represent 
what the state believes is minimally 
necessary for an educated citizenry. 

The board will review the propos- 
ed outcome statements and conduct 
hearings to seek public input on the 
proposals. After board approval, the 
board will seek legislation to replace 
the current .course requirements 
with the outcome statements.

the DC-3 air cargo plane crash that 
happened near Lambert Airport on 
Jan. 9 of this year. 

By this time, I was having second 
thoughts about the assignment, but 
the Illinois State Trooper had 
already shown up. 

SERGEANT THOMAS A. Brooks, 
a pilot in his late 20s, was very cor- 
dial. He apologized for being late, 
but said his usual partner was not 
flying today. He would be con- 
ducting the speed checks alone. 

Sgt. Brooks and his partner fly 
airplanes as part of their job. Brooks 
said he usually spends five hours a 
day, five days a week in the 
airplane. About three of those hours 
are used to conduct ‘‘Bear in the 
Air’? speed checks on the vehicles on 
interstate highways. 

After we talked for awhile, Brooks 
telephoned the Illinois State Police 
Headquarters in Collinsville and told 
them we were ready to go up in the 
plane and that we needed some 
ground units to help us catch 
speeders. Three units were assigned 
tous. 

BROOKS SAID we were ready to 
go up and I obediently followed him 
to our plane, a Cessna 182. I clumsily 
stepped onto the footrest and made 
my way into the cockpit. 

I was just about settled when 
Brooks told me to buckle my seat 
belt. ‘“‘You’ll need to put that on, 
otherwise your head might hit the 
roof,” he said 

I asked him if that was normal 
(having your head hit the roof). He 
said that it was very turbulent, with 
the winds at about 30 miles per hour 
and coming in gusts. ‘‘You’ll notice 
how windy it is when we come in for 
our landing,” he said. 

I LAUGHED bravely, but I must 
not have been too convincing, since 
Brooks thought it necessary to point 
out the location of the sic-sac at that 
time. ” 

“We're going to go up for about 30 
minutes, but if you start to feel sick, 
let me*know and we’ll come back 
earlier,” he said. ‘Hopefully that 
won’t happen.” 

Brooks started the engine and we 
taxied out to the runway. Despite the 
bumpy ride, it was kind of fun and I 
was enjoying myself. 

BROOKS RADIOED the control 
tower and asked for clearance to fly. 
We were given the OK and Brooks 
“floored it."" Pretty soon we were in 
the air. The feeling was exhilarating 
and I noticed myself smiling. This 
was going to great. 

We climbed to somewhere bet- 
ween 1,500 and 2,000 feet, with the 
wind knocking us around a bit as we 
rose higher. 

“We're going to be clocking cars 
on Highway (Interstate) 64,” said 
Brooks. He handed me an instru- 
ment used for clocking. “‘You can 
clock the cars with me if you want.” 

SOON WE WERE flying over the 
area where we would be doing our

speed checks. ‘‘See those two white 
lines down there? We'll be starting 
our timing when the cars go past 
that first line and stopping the clock 
after they pass the second line. 

“Our three cars are up there fur- 
ther. We'll radio them with the 
description of the car after we clock 
someone speeding.” 

Brooks pulled out the log sheet 
where he would write down the cars 
and the speed that they were travel- 
ing. He would need this information 
if he had to testify in court. 

BROOKS AND I clocked several 
cars before we found a speeder.

HOTZE ALSO testified that 
Brimberry had asked him to store 
light fixtures valued at $1,000 each, 
several stained glass windows and 
the generator in Salem, but told 
Lubell that Brimberry never toldhm 
to ‘conceal or to hide’”’ any of the 
items. 

Although some of the items were 
taken by Hotze’s son to Brimberry’s 
home in Phoenix, Ariz., Hotze 
testified ‘that they were eventually 
returned to the Granite City home. 

Testifying that he purchased 
several cars for Brimberry using his 
own name, Hotze told Assistant U. S. 
Attorney Ronald Kane that 
Brimberry. didn’t want his name on 
their titles because they might be 
considered. assets and confiscated 
by the trustee. 

“HE TOLD me that it was nice be- 
ing on the top and kind of hard to 
come crashing down, but he was go- 
ing to climb that ladder again,” 
Hotze testified. 

Leon Streif, the current owner of 
Brimberry’s former Granite Cit; 
home, also testified yesterday, tell- 
ing jurors that he purchased the 
home from the Bank of Edward- 
sville for $330,000 in August 1983. 

Andrew Urban, who conducted the 
sale for the bank, ‘had testified 
earlier that the bank foreclosed on 
the property because the Brimber- 
rys failed to make the $3,139 monthly 
payments after December 1981. 

STREIF TESTIFIED that he at- 
tempted to negotiate the purchase of 
furnishings and ‘odds and ends” 
that were previously in the home 
with Brimberry, but the furniture, 
which was in Phoenix at the time of 
the negotiations, was stopped by 
Brimberry while it was enroute to 
Granite City. 

“He said he couldn’t sell it (the 
furniture) because the trustee 
wanted it,” Streif said. ‘He said he 
would rather destroy it, burn it and 
give it away than lose it to the 
trustee.”” 

Streif said that all of the fixtures, 
stained glass windows and the 
generator indicated in the charges is 
back in the Granite City home. 

JAMES MORRIS a civil engineer, 
also testified that he, Brimberry, 
Duane Skinner and John Zorescu 
formed a contracting firm ¢all MZA 
Associates to replace Miller Ex- 
cavating because Brimberry had 
told him that “‘the Millers were run- 
ning Miller Excavating and they 
weren't doing a very good job.”” 

MZA Associates

Maeras, who agreed to plead guil- 
ty to securities and mail fraud in the 
swindle in return for his ‘complete - 
cooperation” in this casé, testified 
that Brimberry controlled accounts 
entitled Jerry S. Maeras and Maeras 
Enterprises at Stix and Co., Wilson 
and Davis Brokerage, and Shearson, 
Hayden, and Stone Brokerage, and 
that customer account, statements 
for these ‘accounts were filed, 
unread, in his records. 

DURING cross-examination, 
Defense Attorney Larry Fleming 
asked Maeras to identify and ex- 
plain a customer account ‘Statement 
frorh Wilson and Davis, and Maeras 
said, ‘I don’t know how to read this, 
sir.” 

“Are you telling me that you don’t 
know how to read a broker's state- 
ment?” Fleming asked, to which 
Maeras replied, “I never read these, 
sir. 1 just put them in my file.”” 

“Are you telling me that when you 
feceived these statements, you 
wouldn’t even look in these things to 
see what you were worth? Weren't 
you éven curious?” Fleming asked. 

“NO, SIR. That was =Mr. 
Brimberry’s money,” Maeras 
answered. “I just went along with 
whatever he did, sir.”” 

Maeras testified that he received 
“over $100,000 for his participation 
in the scheine, with all-expense-paid 
vactions for he and members of his 
family, spending money, and a 
Cadiliac included in that sum. 

Explaining his role in the scheme, 
Maeras told jurors that “many 
times,”? he took grocery sacks con- 
taining ‘$8,000 or $9,000” to Duane 
Skinner, a Pontoon accountant, who 
became president of Miller Ex- 
cavating, Inc. The money would be 
delivered to the company site, 
following Brimberry’s instructions 
to “‘make sure that nobody sees it.” 
This money, jas well a8 grocery. 
sacks of money given to Brimberry- 
at Miller Excavating ‘(many times” 
was obtained through the Maeras 


* Enterprises account at Stix, the jury 


was told. 

MAERAS Enterprises also paid 
contractors for work. done. on 
Brimberry’s “‘very large honré” in 
Granite City, Maeras testified, and 
Maeras put money from Stix, as 
much as $50,000 on one occasion, in 
the trunk of his car “‘to hold for Mr. 
Caer itd 1 all 

jaeras told o! |-expense-paid 
vacations he and family meribers 
took with Brimberry to the 
Bahamas, Hawaii, Disneyworld in 
Florida and California, and Europe, 
4S well as séveral trips to Las Vegas. z 

‘Maeras also admitted lying to FBI_ 
agents during interviews with them 
regarding the swindle and his in- 
volvement, telling Assistant U. S. 
‘Attorney Kane, “I was just scared. I

Brimberry’s name (as he testified 
Brimberry instructed him) and 
mostly I was scared.

WHEN Brimberry allegedly told 
Maeras to “burn” all records 
‘Telating to his accounts at Stix, 
Maeras testified that he told 
Brimberry, ‘Why should I? I don’t 
have anything to hide.” 

Maeras told jurors that he always 
followed Brimberry’s intructions 
‘during the swindle and bought 
jshareés in King International and 
Victoria Station through accounts 
set up in the name of Jerry S. 
Maeras. Testifying that he never 
received agreements that he signed 
with Brimberry, which stated that 
all money received from these two 
accounts (one at Wilson and Davis, 
the other at Shearson, Hayden, and 
Stone) belonged to Brimberry, 
Maeras said that Brimberry even- 
tually told him to sell the stocks at a 


loss. 

When Defense Attorney Fleming 
asked Maéras why he put the stock 
in his name instead of Brimberry’s, 
Maeras said that Brimberry didn’t 
want his name used in the transac- 
tion. 

“YOU KEPT records, flew to 
California to investigate King Inter- 
national, put the stocks in your name 
out of the kindness of your heart, as 
a favor to Tom Brimberry?” Flem- 
ing asked, and Maeras answered, 
“Yes, sir.” 

Maeras currently is serving time 
for his involvement in the scheme. 

During testimony on Wednesday, 
David Galloway, former manager at 
the MGM Grand Hotel in Las Vegas, 
and Steve Pelzer, former assistant 
manager for the hotel, told jurors of 
Brimberry’s status as. a. “VIP 
guest”’ of the hotel. 

CALLING Brimberry ‘‘one of the 
top players in the casino,”’ Galloway 
told jurors that crowds gathered to 
watch Brimberry “playing between 
$1,000 to $2,000 a hand” at a roped-off 
blackjack table where Brimberry 
could have ¥ambléd up to $200,000 in 
4n hour, and that his gambling ac- 
tion warranted his treatment as a 
complimentary guest at the hotel. 

Saying that Brimberry was 
“definitely not as polished as many 
of the others (casino players and 
hotel officials) dealt with, but gave 
every evidence of being a good 
businessman,” Galloway testified 
that only two or three others were 
slotted in the “‘high roller” category 
that included Brimberry. 

Both. Galloway and Pelzer told 
jurors that Brimberry had given 
them money to buy stock because he 
“wanted to get (them) started” in 
purchasing stock. Testifying that 
they were to pay back the initial in- 
vestment and keep any profits earn- 
ed, Galloway and Pelzer said that 
they did not report the money as in- 
come because they regarded the 
money as a loan. 

‘NEITHER Galloway, who 
testified that he was given $11,500, 
nor Pelzer,who said he received 
$28,000, repaid the intial investment, 
and eventually sold the shares they 
purchased. 

During Pelzer’s cross- 
examination, Defense Attorney 
David Lubell, trying to determine 
his reason for calling the money he 
received a loan, as opposed to being 
a gift, asked Pelzer if he was. in- 
timidated by federal agents. 

“It is not a fact that you were in- 
timidated by the government who 
told you that if you did not say that 
they motiey was a loan, you would be 
“Yridicted by the IRS for failing to 
report the money as income?” 
Lubell asked. 

“NOT ONLY” is it not true, it’s 
bizarre,” Pelzer responded.

costs being experienced by schools. 

“In addition, we may experience a 
drop in our local tax revenues. 

“Jt is my firm conviction that this 
district must, in the near future, 
seek increased assistance from the 
local citizens. 

“WE HAVE MADE reductions 
that bring us close to seriously 
damaging our services to children. 
The public should be given the op- 
portunity to decide: 

“Are we going to make. further 
reductions? Or is the public willing 
to financially support the district in 
maintaining what it now offers. until 
additional relief is forthcoming from 
the state? 

“] would urge the board to serious- 
ly consider proposing such a ques- 
tion to the public in November of this 
year. 

“The answer would give the 
governing body of this district 
guidance as to what direction the 
public wants from its schools and for 
their children. 

“The recommendations to be 
made are, therefore, based on finan- 
cial realities and not educational 
preferences.” 


SHIRLEY STOLL, president of 
Granite City Local 743,, American 
Federation of Teachers, responded 
by suggesting there be no dismissals 
at this time. 

She pointed out that the school 
district last summer closed a high 
school, a junior high and five 
elementary schools, converting the 
junior high into an elementary 
school. 

She said salaries were frozen 
despite an increase in the average 
class size, and noted the volume of 
already-scheduled faculty 
retirements and resignations.

Soyland Power Cooperative, Inc., 
Western Illinois Power Cooperative, 
Inc. and Illinois Power Company 
signed a letter of intent yesterday to 
negotiate a definitive agreement to 
coordinate resources to meet their, 
long-range electrical energy objec- 
tives.

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Glen Carbon agreement

Members of Madison County's 
special sanitary sewer committee 
gave tentative agreement last night 
to an intergovernmental agreement 
which would route Glen Carbon’s 
sewage through the county system. 
The sewage then would go to Granite 
City for a regional wastewater treat- 
ment. 

According to John Arnold, cop- 
troller for Sheppard, Morgan and 
Schwaab Inc., engineers for the 
upgrading project, the biggest 
“worry” of the agreement had been 
arranging a pay-back schedule for 
county money that is being used to 
match a 75-25 construction grant 

‘THE COUNTY, which has already 
receive tentative approval on its 
grant from the Illinois Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (IEPA), 
would pay 25 percent of the costs, 
with the rest being paid by state ad- 
ministered federal funds. 

This 25 percent ‘has been 
estimated at $97,484, and would pro- 
vide for county sewer improvements 
to handle the increased flow from 
Glen Carbon. : 

The county has contended 
throughout negotiations that this 
cost is to be bore by Glen Carbon, 
and the contract specifies for this 
payment. ACCORDING TO THE 
tentative agreement, all design and 
capital costs for expanding the 
capacity of the county system will be 
paid by Glen Carbon at the time the 
contracts are awarded by the coun- 
ty, for the construction on the 
facilities. 

‘The allocation of the replacement 
costs, which were termed a “real 
stickler’’ by Arnold, will be based on 
each participant’s annual flow. In 
other words, if an electric bill is 
$1,000 on one of the lift stations that 
both participants use, the bill each 
municipality receives, will be based 
on their flow through the lift station. 

Arnold said the problem with the 
negotiations had come about when 
an escrow account was suggested 
for the holding of these replacement 
costs. Arnold said that Glen Carbon 
was against putting the money into a 
county account, because they would 
lose interest on their own money.

Other terms of thg ggreement in- 
cluded metering anbilling respon- 
sibilities. Under the contract, meter 
readings (which will determine the 
monthly user charges for Glen Car- 
bon) will.be taken by a private con- 
tractor. 

From these readings, an annual 
bill for Glen Carbon will be deter- 
mined and Glen Carbon will be billed 
one twelfth of this amount monthly. 

IT WILL THEN be Glen Carbon’s 
responsibility to collect these 
moneys from its users. 

After 12 months, an audit will be 
conducted to determine the actual 
costs incurred by Glen Carbon and 
either a debit or credit billing will be 
made to them at that time. 

“GLEN CARBON has told us that 
their annual flow is 215,350,000, 
which happens to work out to be 35 
percent of the total flow,” he said. 
“So this (35-percent) is what we will 
be basing our user charges, replace- 
ment costs and debt service on for 
the first year.” 

If the 35 percent is taken as the an- 
nual percentage of flow, Glen Car- 
bon’s monthly user bill would be 
about $3,530, or $1.68 per month per 
user (based on 2,100 equal usage 
sewers). In addition to this, Glen 
Carbon would also be billed for 
sewer treatment from Granite City. 

The board will send a copy of the

Fortunately, there was over- 
whelming support of the staff for 
NCA standards,” Wamsley said. 

He stressed, ‘The answer, very 
resoundingly was ‘Yes we do!’ We 
are in the process of preparing for 
evaluation now.”

things up; but let us not forget that 
they can only stir if there is 
something to stir, 

“They did not put this pot to boil, 
but have been asked at the polls to 
brew it as they see best for this 
district. 

“It is our firm belief that those 
who will attempt to discredit the ac- 
tions of this board by subterfuge 
with their own ax to grind should be 
exposed as just that. 

“Why wouldn’t our teachers retire 
early, with the misgivings about this 
board? If they have been lied to by 
those who hope to gain, then the ones 
responsible for those lies know it. 

“If the teachers have been misin- 
formed because of rumor, then this 
board should sit down with the par- 
ties involved and air this. 

“If any administrators are guilty 
of wrongdoing, they should “be 
dismissed immediately. 

“If any board members or 
representatives of this board are 
guilty, then legal steps should be 
enacted to remove them. 

“However, I feel that the greatest 
injustice here is the newspapers try- 
ing to make you look like buffoons to 
be laughed at. I have seen inac- 
curate reports in the papers before 
and should hope that those responsi- 
ble strive for excellence lest they be 
thought guilty of yellow journalism, 

“Until this board proves itself in- 
capable of handling the affairs of 
this district, all of you should be 
given the benefit of the doubt. 

“Speaking as a taxpayer and resi- 
dent of this district, I shall follow the 
actions of this board closely. 
However, in accordance with my 
principles I will continue to feel that 
you are all innocent until you prove 
yourself guilty of not being able to do 
the job you were elected to do. 

“This is not, nor should my words 
be construed as, an attack on this 
board—but rather a rebuttal to 
those, whoever they may be, that 
have taken it upon themselves to at- 
tack .or. discredit this board,” 
Thomas concluded. 

Pres. Partney said, ‘Recent 
lengthy comments by a reporter for 
the local Press has criticized the 
restructuring of this district. 

“The structure had to be changed 
due to a loss of enrollment, loss of 
teachers and an over $8 million in- 
debtedness. 

“This article stated that any one of 
the members of the board could 
change the plans. Is that reporter at- 
tempting to coerce a member to 
change his vote? 

“Perhaps he should have sug- 
gested a member of the minority in 
recent votes change his vote to 
establish a 5-2 vote. That would be 
more constructive towards reducing 
the deficit of the district and 
molding a district which looks to the 
future. 

“In the recent election, only two 
new members were endorsed by the 
teachers’ union. No one is calling the 
shots of the independent-thinking 
board members as that article by 
Mr. Winter would have our citizens 
believe. (Editor’s note: The article 
said those ‘‘...instrumental in elec- 
ting the four who have been reshap- 
ing the district since 
November...are not...calling all the 
shots, nor does any one group 
deserve all the praise or criticism 
for the new approach.’’) 

“No one is ‘getting even’ in this 
process,” Pres, Partney asserted. 

“Even that article acknowledged 
that the former board made deci- 
sions, including personnel changes, 
based on pure politics. Fortunately, 
that situation no longer exists. 
(Editor’s note: The article said a 
non-Partney Democratic faction 
“undoubtedly has sought to in- 
fluence hiring and other decisions,” 
but did not say such attempts 
resulted ffi board decisions. ) 

“‘As president of this board,”’ Part- 
ney said during the ‘‘public com- 
ment” portion of the board meeting, 
“I have placed on key committees 
all of the board members of the 
board to try to keep peace. Despite 
Mr. Winter’s comment, as a suc-

cessful businessman I. know you 
can’t take anything or anyone for 
granted. (Note: The article said, 
“partney...thinks a governing body 
has a duty to stay abreast of the 
system that it oversees and not take 
anything for granted or at face 
value."’) 

“Jt is not my intention to serve as 
president of the board indefinitely, 
as was the past practice. This is an 
honor which ‘should be shared. I 
wonder about Mr. Winter’s source of 
information. (Note: The article did 
not say he seeks to be a longtime 
president. It said, “‘Not many see 
him being the president for a long 
succession of years... Now that he is 
president, the same attacking style 
may not produce equally beneficial 
results.’’) 

“Mr. Winter states that former 
members were defeated due to the 
closing of six schools. (Note: The 
closing policy was described as one 
of the reasons. ) 

“Was it the closing of the six 
schools or the manner in which these 
members showed financial irrespon- 
sibility? I Voted to. close those 
schools and. won re-election by a 
large margitt,”” Partney noted. 

“True, I have .supported can- 
didates for many offices throughout 
the political scene, All I have re- 
quested in return is that they do a 
good job for the taxpayers of our 
area. 

“In my closing statement, I feel 
Mr. Winter needs to stop writing his 
personal feelings in. news. articles 
and save them for the editorial col- 
umn, in which most newspaper peo- 
ple will tell you this type of reporting 
belongs. (Note: Many U.S. 
newspapers, including those in St. 
Louis, publish signed articles mark- 
ed ‘analysis’ to give in-depth ex- 
planation and comment.) 

“If Mr. Winter has something 
against me or the way I perform my 
duties, I will be happy to debate Mr. 
Winter publicly about his feelings,”’ 
Pres. Partney said. 

“Tf the people of this area recalls, 
he has never endorsed me for any 
election or re-election, But I do feel 
that many of his. news. articles, 
which would better be captioned 
editorials, are doing harm to our 
school district, and hope they stop. 

“Please stick to newspaper repor- 
ting, Mr. Winter. I will not be coere- 
ed by you through the power of your 
He bien the statement concluq- 
ed. 

The analysis article Monday, 
presented both positive and negative 
information.

Board members have asserted 
publicly that non-employees,. in- 
cluding non-educators, haye been 
trying to function as educators.

apology, urges cooperation 


A call for School Board coopera- 
tion was made by Member Dewey 
Melton on Tuesday night after a 
fellow member, Treasurer. Kelly 
Hogan, apologized to him. 

Minutes of the March 20 meeting 
said that ‘Member. Hogan made 
comments relative to a letter writ- 
ten by a board member relative to 
sports activities. Member Melton 
asked if Member Hogan was referr- 
ing to him. Member Melton denied 
ever having written such a letter.’” 

Hogan this week said he has no let- 
ter although he had been told one ex- 
isted. 

He apologized during Tuesday's 
board meeting to Melton, the board 
and the public. 

Melton accepted the apology and 
then read a ‘statement he had 
prepared before learning there 
‘would be an apology: 

“At the last board meeting, March 
20, after I had criticized the actions 
of a subset of this board, Member 
Hogan made an allegation that I had 
used my position as board member 
to gain special privilege for one of 
my children. 

‘He alleged that there was a letter 
to the freshman football coach sign- 
ed by me asking for special con- 
sideration for my son. He stated that 
he could produce such a letter. 

“L-knew.that I had written no such 
letter, nor in any other way tried to 
influence the coach, but I was con- 
cerned that someone was using my 
name without my knowledge or 
authorization. 

“In an effort to determine the 
facts in this allegation, the next mor- 
ning I contacted the high school prin- 
cipal, Gilbert Walmsley, and asked 
him ‘to arrange a meeting with the 
freshman football coach and the 
high school athletic director. 

“At about 11:20 that morning I 
met with Mr. Walmsley, Mr 
(Roger) Smith and Mr. (Gustave) 
Lignoul in Mr. Walmsley’s office.”’ 

Melton told the board, ‘I had two 
things I wanted to accomplish with 
the meeting. One, I wanted to get a 
copy of the alleged letter if it ex- 
isted. Two, 1 wanted to assure Mr. 

: Lignoul that if such a letter existed, I 
* had nothing to do with it. 

“The net of that meeting was this. 
Mr. Lignoul stated that he had 
received an anonymous, typewritten 
letter after the first game of the 
season criticizing him for not play- 
ing more boys. He no longer had the 
letter, but had thrown it away about 
three weeks ago as he changed 
lockers. ¢ 

“According to him, there was no 
mention of my name nor that of my 
son. He further stated that any 
changes in playing time for any of 
the boys had nothing to do with that 
letter but with the philosophy of the 
head football coach; he wants as 
many youngsters to play-as possible 
because one never knows how a boy 
will develop from freshman to 
senior. 

‘This is certainly a philosophy 
that makes sense to me and one that 
seems to have worked for Mr. (Tom) 
Wyrostek. 

‘As near as I can tell from the 
meeting, there was no association by 
the football coaching staff of my 
name with that anonymous letter. 

'*These are the facts surrounding 
this allegation as I have been able to 
determine them. 

“I hope Mr. Hogan will use this in- 
cident, along with his own ex- 
perience of being a victim of rumor, 
to understand that everything he has 
heard about School Board members, 
administrators or others is not 
necessarily true. 

“I would further remind each of us

as board members that we are each 
endowed with a special public trust. 

“We have each been asked by the 
public, some (of us) several times, 
to carry out a high mission, pro- 
viding for the education of this com- 
munity’s children. 

“Let us set aside any personal dif- 
ferences, any grievances that may 
exist, and get on with the business of 
running this school district,” Melton 
urged. 

“This school district is still in a 
perilous financial situation. For us 
to get through these troubled waters 
to happier times, we will have to 
work cooperatively with each other 
and our employees. 

“As one board member stated, the 
public demands change. 

“Since I have been on this board, 
change has been a necessity. I am 
not afraid of change, but change 
should be brought about deliberate- 
ly, after study, after some assurance 
that it will accomplish the desired 
result without bankrupting the 
district educationally or financially. 

“T am not afraid of the ideas of 
others. I see no reason for anyone to 
be afraid of mine. 

“We are each enriched by dif- 
ferences of perspective, by diversity 
of opinion. 

“Hopefully,”” Melton concluded, 
“py sharing our thdughts and ideas 
with each other we stand a better 
chance of keeping this district finan- 
cially and educationally viable.”’

Now, more than a half century (50 
years) ago, the Pals’ feats on the 
basketball court were so outstanding 
that they were almost unbelievable.

On March 2, 1935, the Pals 
played the St. Louis Falcons on the 
road in the Mound City and won the 
game by an amazing 202-3 score.

Whitaker named GCC head coach

Walt Whitaker, Granite City 
Center’s assistant wrestling coach 
last year. and the only wrestling 
coach Granite City North’ High 
School ever had, will be Granite City 
Center’s new head wrestling coach. 
‘The announcement was made Wed- 
nesday evening by Dr. Frank Gor- 
nick, GCC Provost. 

“] had the opportunity to see Walt 
coach this year,”’ Gornick began. 
“And I saw that the kids respect him 
and he respects the kids. There 
aren’t many people who can top the 
standards that. Walt requires from 
his athletes.” 

GORNICK went on to compliment 
Whitaker for his contributions and 
guidance towards the Stars’ two 1984 
All-Americans, Randy Lupardus 
and Jim Tiemann. : 

“Certainly, the athletes don’t 
choose a coach, but their respect for 
him certainly put him in the fore- 
front: as a candidate for the posi- 
tion,” Gornick said. ‘Also, with 
Walt as the coach I know the pro- 
gram is in good hands. If I need to I 
can walk ‘away and know I don’t 
have to worry about the wrestling 
program,” Gdrnick said, who is also 
GCC’s athletic director. 3 

Initially, Whitaker said he ex- 
pressed some reservations about ac- 
cepting the GCC head coach’s posi- 
tion for two reasons. First, -he was 
concerned about his schedule at 
Granite City High School and 
whether he could fairly devote 
enough time to'each. Whitaker’s se- 
cond concern was the inavailability 
of training weights and secondary 
straining and practicing mats, two 
things which Whitaker says 
hampered GCC’s training last year. 

WAHITAKER’S concerns were put to 
ease. recently when the Center 
received an Olympic set of weights 
and additional mats when a deal was 
struck between’GCC and the Granite 
City Wrestling Club. With those 
obstacles out of the way Whitaker 
openly accepted the position. 

“I’m very happy. This certainly 
puts me in a familiar surrounding,” 
Whitaker said referring to the 10 
years he coached the Steeler wrestl- 
ing team from the same gym- 
nasium. ‘‘Unfamiliarity certainly 
won’t be a problem. It'll be like com- 
ing back home. 

“This will be a challenge for me, 
but I feel confident that we can build 
a respectable program at Granite 
City Center,” Whitaker said. 

“GERTAIALY we're not going to be 
up there with the Tritons (Triton 
Junior College) at first, but in a cou-

Prior to his 10-stint at Granite City 
North, Whitaker was the assistant 
wrestling coach at Granite City High 
School.

The Judge felt that this amount 
was insufficient based on the husband's salary 
and refused to finalize the divorce until the 
separation agreement provided for more child 
support. Generally speaking, the Court can 
modify a separation agreement if it feels the 
terms of this contract are inequitable. The Court 
is not bound to accept the agreement of the par- 
ties. 

Likewise, the husband or wife can have the 
agreement set aside by the Judge in certain 
situations. For this to occur, however, one party 
would probably have to demonstrate that the 
other spouse misrepresented some important 
matter or coerced the other into signing it.

An ordinance controlling public in- 
decency and obscenity in Pontoon 
Beach was adopted by the Pontoon 
Beach Board of Trustees at its 
meeting Tuesday night. 

Although instances of lewd 
behavior, suchas topless and bot- 
tomless dancing, have not been 
prevalent in the community, the 
board elected to pass such an or- 
dinance as a preventive measure, 
according to Trustee Loren 
Madison.
